Once talking to a group of seminarians, 
he made this revealing remark: “When I 
meet an ordinary man, I treat him with re- 
spect.

Our Holy Father has been described as 
a “cautious. but persistent innovator.” He 
gave the clergy a new translation of the 
Psalter for their Breviary. He has given 
pastors the power of confirming those in 
danger of death. The celebration of Mass 
outside the morning hours has become a 
commonplace. We are all grateful for his 
readjustment of the rules governing the fast 
before Holy Communion. He has just late- 
ly revised the Holy Week Services and we 
shall this year begin the custom of assisting 
at them after noon. It is clearly his inten- 
tion, in this our swift-moving age—and here 
he reminds one so much of St. Pius X—to 
keep wide open the channels of grace, to 
make them accessible in the maximum de- 
gree to all of his flock in whatever circam- 
stances they may find themselves. 

Certainly the Holy Ghost has provid- 
ed His Church with a shepherd who is an 
exemplar in his abilities, his stamina, his 
dedication to duty, but above all, in his 
priestly piety and in his devotion to the 
Blessed Sacrament. :

@ LENT IS the time of the great drama. It is 
the season when all attention is focused on you and what 
you will do about suffering. 


All year long you are confronted with suffering. 
But Lent is a special “suffering” season for it is 
the prelude to the greatest suffering of all time: 
Christ’s death on Calvary. 


Our Lord told us, ““‘Take up your cross and 
follow me.” He did not say, “Take up My Cross.” Each ong 
of us has his own cross, his own suffering, tailor-made and 
custom-built to fit the bearer. Lent is the time 
to recognize and embrace that cross. 


The size of the cross does not matter; it’s 
your willingness to accept it that counts. There is the crosg 
of death, for instance, when God takes some 
loved one home to eternal happiness. Don’t fight God 
over this death. Accept this suffering 
as a means of turning your thoughts to life after death. 


All of us have the cross of sickness, either in our 
own lives or in others. The tragedy of sickness 
is not the pain it brings, but the great amount of pain 
that is wasted. Willingly accept your pain, and find the love 
of God in your sorrow. 


It is typically American to feel that 
only “big” things count. But from the Christian point 
of view, things become “big” in the way that our 
wills utilize them. Hence, mopping an office 
for the love of God is “bigger” than running the 
office for the love of money. 


Suffering itself won’t bring you to God, 
of course. A baker and a monk may both get up at 
2 o’clock each morning. Neither may not be happy about it, 
But one may curse God, or at least be annoyed, 
while the other offers it up for the love of God, 


So it is with all suffering. We can use it 
or waste it—that is the drama of Lent. 


The reason why most of us are what we are, 
mediocre Christians, “up” one day, “down” the next, 
is simply that we refuse to let God work on us. We want 
to control the process. Lent is the time to bend our wills | | : 
to God’s; to let Him work on the canvas of our souls. 


Since God is a better artisan than you, the more 
you abandon yourself to Him, the happier He can 
make you. It is good to be a self-made man, but it is 
better to be a God-made man. Try it—by spending 
a Holy Hour a day during Lent in prayer and meditation.

HAT are the demands 
placed on woman as a result of choos- 
ing marriage? They are certainly 
large and cover many areas but the 
rearing of children will probably. be 
one of her major tasks. 

The way she views this task will 
determine the demands made on her. 
She can think of it as a pretty routine 
job—feeding and clothing her child, 
supplying him with diversions of 
various kinds, making sure he con- 
forms to certain accepted ways of do- 
ing things, sending him off to school. 
She can view difficulties that come up 
as individual problems unrelated to 
the common problems proper to child- 
hood. She can leave the most import- 
ant aspect of her job, the child’s edu- 
cation, to television and radio and 
finally the school. She can go deeper 
and view her job as one of developing 
good habits in her child—habits of 


cleanliness, honesty, politeness, re-

One virtue is extremely important for 
g mother, though certainly difficult to 
achieve for many a harassed wife today. 

It is a special kind 
of patience, which involves not only bear- 
ing with the child and just tolerating it, but 
bending down towards its own rhythm and 
tempo. This does not mean fooling about 
with the children. But one should not cone 
stantly rush a little one and add a “quick, 
quick!” to every command—not even in 
thought.

courage; not, indeed, the bravery of smart 
behavior, but the affectionate courage of 
protective motherhood. This is nourished 
by patience and faithfulness, avoiding the 
limelight of sensation. A mother may never 
desert her child or laugh and sneer at its 
needs. A child is not yet capable of under- 
standing irony, and cannot grasp the mean- 
ing of a humorous correction that is not 
meant literally. It is a grave mistake to 
make fun of the child’s small world which 
it must take seriously, because it seems 
comic in the perspective of the grown-ups. 


The last and hardest demand made on 
@& woman, especially if she is ‘wholly a 
mother,’ will be to be ready to let go. The 
birth of the child is only the beginning of 
this process, which accompanies the whole 
life and has for many a mother of this cen- 
tury reached its tragic end when her child 
was killed in the war. If she desires the 
healthy development of her son or daugh- 
ter, she will be well advised to foster their 
independence even in infancy. 


Those mothers whose one and only in- 
terest in life is their child are not the ideal, 
though it may often appear so to the out- 
sider. These are the overfond mamas who 
will not let their children out of their sight 
for a moment, and sometimes sees them to 
school till they are ten or even twelve years 
old. This exclusive maternal love hides not 
infrequently unfulfilled desires, interior 
insecurity and aimlessness, a festering fear 
of life. 

We would advise all mothers to extend 
the range of their interests wide enough to 
let the child remain their first but not their 
only concern in life. True maternal attach- 
ment will grant freedom without losing its 
intimacy.

Story of the Week 


The Nile Big Differene, 


Menrat pictures of 
camels, pyramids and the 
mysterious, silent sphinx 
come to mind whenever we 
think of the land of Egypt, 
through which the Nile Riv- 
er flows. 

Did you know songs 
Egypt the people pray tha 
the Nile will flood its banks? 
Both the Christians and the 
Moslems unite in prayers 
and ceremonies that the 
waters will rise. Their 
prayer is this: “O Lord, re- 
member how important it 1s 
that the River flood. Raise 
the waters; and when they 
subside, rejoice and renew 
the face of the earth.” 

The Nile is the ‘longest 
river of Africa and was 
called the sacred river by the 
early Egyptians. The main 
stream of the Nile River is 
known as the White Nile and 
is the main supply of water 
to Egypt in the spring and 
summer, It is joined by the 
Blue Nile and together they 
enclose the country of El 
Gezira in a triangle which 
forms the most fertile part 
of the Sudan. This part of 
the Sudan is irrigated from 
the Blue Nile and produces 
excellent cotton which is 
highly valued in the cotton 
world market for its fine 
quality. 

The Blue Nile flows north- 
ward and is joined by the 
Atbara, or Black Nile. It is 
the black sediment which is 
brought down by this river 
that settles in the Nile delta. 
This makes it very fertile 
and the prosperity of Egypt 
depends entirely on the ir- 
rigation of the land by the 
flood waters of the Nile. 

The sources and streams 
that flow into the Nile form 
swamps in which tall reeds 
grow. One of these reeds is 
called the Papyrus, and from 
it paper is made. The whale- 
headed stork can be found 
among these reeds, and in 
the evening, the swamps are 
lit by fireflies. Touches of 
beauty are found in-= the 
water lilies and the white, 
crimson’ sacred 
lotus of Egypt. These lotus 
blossoms are often found 
loating on the surface of the 
streams.

S everAL months’ back it was penned here as 
to how nice it would be if a movie on Connie Mack’s 
life was produced before the Grand Old Man of Base~ 
ball passed on.- The moving spirit for the idea was 
Christy Walsh, long one of the nation’s top idea men 
in the field of spoérts promotion. 


Walsh had produced movies on Knute Rockne, 
Babe Ruth and Lou Gehrig. All-done, however, after’ 
they had passed away. He pointed out to movie brass 
that there should be no waiting on the doing of a 
Connie Mack story. For-one reason or another, things 
stalled around. It is sort of ironic now to reflect that 
Christy himself died a few weeks before Connie, 


The greatness of Mr. Mack was chronicled by the 

ress of the nation a couple of weeks ago. There Is 

little that can be added. He was certainly a fine Catho- 
lic gentleman. 


On the personal side, it will always be a thrill to 
recall the day in 1939 when it was our assignment to 
bring him from his New York hotel to the World’s fair 
baseball school. It was one of the first (and last) times 
to have the use of a chauffeured limousine. I wish there 
was some scintillating anecdote to report of our 10 
mile trip, but all that I can remember. now is that he 
asked me my name. When it was given, he replied 
with a smile: “Irish, huh... well, good luck to you 
young man.”

but it was a thrill then, and still is, to recall,

I’ve often heard of a basketball game being won 
on a last second shot, in which “the ball was in the 
air when the gun went off.” But, until a recent meet- 
ing between Providence College and Notre Dame, at 
the new P. C. gymnasium, I had never witnessed one 
in person. Gordie Holmes was the executor of said 
shot, and the hero as the Friars topped the Irish, in 
overtime, 85-83. 


During the regular playing time, the Notre 
Damers, behind the whole game, had finally tied the 
count at 73 apiece in the last minute. In the five 
minute overtime, it was 83-83 when Providence called 
time out with only two seconds to go. 


You might have thought that it would not be 
possible to score in two seconds, especially as Provi- 
dence had the ball at mid-court. But, there is the fact 
that after a time out, the clock doesn’t start running 
again immediately. The ball is taken by a member of 
the team which called the time out, and passed in from 
the outside to a teammate. It is not until the team- 
mate’s fingers touch the ball that the clock starts 
moving. . 


Getting back to the Providence thriller, Frank 
Williams rifled the ball from outside to Holmes who 
was standing at mid-court, and 45 feet from the bas- 
ket. Holmes started from his ankles and lef go a high 
archer. The ball had traveled about 10 to 15 feet when 
the gun sounded.

The author now comes forward 
. Once again with a similar volume 
f A Shepherd Without Sheep (Bruce. 
j= $2.75). It purports to explain his 
manner of serving as a shepherd still, 
though the priestly ministry is no 
longer his. “I have no chapel,” he 
writes, “no altar at which to offer 
the holiest sacrifice; no pulpit from which to preach. 
There is no confessional where penitents await coun- 
sel and absolution from my lips; no baptismal font 
where, by the sacrament of regeneration, I mav give 
to the eternal Father another child. I am a priest, 
Christ’s shepherd, but I have'no sheep.” 

In fact, however, the book comprises in the main 
a set of loosely related essays. At times the author is 
discoursing, persuasively and often penetratingly, on 
the life of faith, on prayer, on the presence of God, 
on the uses of pain, on the Christian illumination of 
old age. Much the best part of the book is to be found 
in the pages so freighted. 

At other times, and this is quite frequently, he is 
either reminiscing or speaking of the plight of the 
priest who has left his post. 

The reminiscence is in the vein familiar from the 
earlier book. Some of it is more or less repetitious, as 
for example in what the author savs of his mother’s 
attitude toward him in the days of his wandering. 
| The general remarks about priests astray are not 
new, either. They impress upon us the tragedy in- 
volved in a situation of this sort. They tell us of the 
sufferings of the delinquent. They plead the need of 
tact, kindness, and prayer in behalf of such. They 
offer anecdotes in illustration of the matters dis- 
cussed, the recommendations made. 

We might all profit by the author’s suggestions 
that, in dealing with a priest°who has abandoned the 
ministry, we should assiduously avoid insulting him, 
seek to strengthen his ties with the past, and strive 
principally to “Prepare... the way of the Lord.” 

Insofar as the renewal of emphasis on these 
points serves a good purpose, the book is to be 
praised. I trust I am not being squint-eyed, however, 
in discerning and deprecating a suggestion of a mys- 
tique concerning the fallen away priest. Good can 
come of evil, yes; but evi! remains evil nonetheless, 
and must be squarely seen as such. 

Toward the end of the book the author asks, 
“Have there not been editors of Catholic papers, who 
in reviewing some foolish book, written by a priest 
still victim of his confusions, made public for all the 
world to read the sins and wrong-doings of the un- 
happy author so as to discredit him? Does Our Lady 
of Ransom, who loves her poor captives whatever their 
faults may be, wish them to be subjected to libel and 
starvation?” : 

The questions are unfairly loaded. “Foolish” is 
scarcely the word for the vicious, scurrilous publica- 
tions which come from such a source, nor does “‘vic- 
tim of confusions” fully describe the perpetrator. 

Doubtless charity has been disregarded in some 
angry replies to the unscrupulous writings or 
speeches of ex-priests. But by and large the record 
is not so unChristian as the author implies. In order 
to prevent scandal to thousands of Catholics and non- 
Catholics, the doings of a ruthless assaulter of the 
Mystical Body of Christ, have been succinctly set 
down and his mendécious “revelations’ and argu- 
mentation countered. To vindicate truth is not neces- 
sarily to be vindictive. 

Does Our Lady want us to help, or at least re- 
frain from hindering, the sale of defamatory matter 
about the Living Christ, which is the Church, in order 
“to provide a living for His betrayers?
